6. Do hormones affect the growth 
and fattening of steers? Purdue added 
stilbestrol (female sex hormone) to 
the fattening ration of yearling steers 
and they returned greater average 
daily gains on less feed per cwt. of 
gain than check lots. 120 mg. of stil- 
bestrol gave more marked results than 
did 60 mg. This work is still experi- 
mental. 


7. What is believed to be the most 
critical period in the development of 
the pig? Prenatal or fetal life. The nu- 
tritional deficiencies then are found to 
cause death at or soon after birth. 


8. What is meant by the amino acid 
balance in the ration? Amino acids 
are nitrogen compounds of which the 
proteins are made up. There are 23 
amino acids; some can be formed in 
the animal’s body, others must come 
from feed. Some protein feeds are 
low in the number of essential amino 
acids; others contain a wide range: 
therefore the amount of protein, as 
such, may be ample, yet still supply an 
insufficient number of amino acids. A 
combination of proteins is most certain 
to provide a full requirement or bal- 
ance of amino acids

Supplies 
available for slaughter are ‘way down be- 
cause of the small crop, early marketing of 
many fed lambs and continued withdrawal 
of ewe lambs from feedlots for breeding 
flocks. Soaring wool prices also have added 
lollars to the value of lambs on the hoof, 
especially to those in full fleece. Discounts 
for heavy weight have declined because of 
the short total supply, high value of pelts 
on the heavy lambs and the fact that many 
light lambs have lacked finish. The Cali- 
fornia early spring lamb crop will again be 
small but the percentage marketed in 
slaughter flesh promises to be high. 

DAIRY PRODUCT prices probably will 


hold most of their recent gains. The price 
decline as production increases from Fe 

ary to June is likely to be small 

total milk flow is much the same as 

ago, but a larger share is going into f 
milk and cream channels. Butter and cheese 
production is off 10 20 This has 


enabled the government to sell so much of 
its holdings that it has had to call a hale 
until they could look around the caves to 


see how much was left. 


Dairy prices in 1951 will average higher 
than last year, but they are likely to be 
rather low compared with feed costs and 
with meat animal prices. Increasing scarcity 
and high cost of hired labor and stiffening 
sanitary regulations also may keep dairy- 
men at a disadvantage compared with meat 
producers, but, sooner or later, the tide will 
turn. “He that endureth to the end shall 
be saved.” 

EGG prices are well along in their sea- 
sonal decline after reaching record high 
levels in early December. Production will 
increase sharply in the next two or three 
months. Smaller laying flocks than last 
year, high consumer incomes, larger con- 
sumption per person, increasing military 
purchases and prospects of better storage 
demand indicate that 1951 prices will 
remain higher than last year, without gov- 
ernment buying. But, returns over feed 
cost may continue low enough to cause fur- 
ther curtailment in raising of replacement 
pullets. If that happens, prices next fall 
are pretty sure to be high enough to make 
laying flocks quite profitable. Wise ones 
will get set for that possibility by raising 
enough pullets to fill their laying houses. 


FEED GRAIN and feedstuff prices may 
turn a little easier in the near future but 
their main direction is likely to be up 
until they hit ceilings. Feed grains are al- 
ready within 3 to 5 per cent of levels at 
which ceilings legally could be placed. In 
December, corn and oats advanced to the 
government's selling prices and enough of 
Uncle Sam's stocks have been sold to lead 
him to cut down the amount offered for 
January. If prices do show any of the 
easiness that often develops in February, 
it will be a good time to stock up.

Making A Sheep Breeder 
ii is a pity that such a worthwhile enter- 

prise as sheep needs to be sold to the 
average American farmer. When we go 
out to buy a calf or hog and the asking 
price is dirt cheap we try to find why. 

I am just a recruit at keeping sheep. I 
bought a flock of 22 ewes in Feb. of '47. 
I had never seen a baby lamb; my knowl- 
edge of sheep was nil. More than half the 
ewes were yearlings but I got 16 lambs 
from the flock of 22. These of course paid 
my expenses for the flock and repaid what 
I had invested in them—plus a priceless 
amount of experience which so far has cost 
me nothing. This year each ewe that lamb- 
ed (17 out of 18) cleared me something 
over $20 apiece above feed expenses. 

I have hogs and beef cattle plus many 
crons but none of them pay me as much 
cash per hour of labor. I am in a Veterans’ 
On-The-Farm Training class, and so far 
have not been able to seli the sheep idea 
to a single classmate. Their excuses range 
from “no fences’ to the work of shear- 
ing. But none of their arguments hold 
water when compared to my income from 
just a scrub flock 

Recently I purchased eight more ewes, 
this time purebred Hampshires. My goal is 
100 purebred Hampshire ewes—JOB R.

College of Agriculture Kentucky 31 
Fescue may be sowed in September or Oc- 
tober for grazing. It should be sowed on a 
specially prepared compact seedbed at the 
rate of 10 pounds to the acre. Cover shal- 
low with a cultipacker. Many farmers add 
2 pounds of ladino clover seed to the acre. 

Or fescue can be seeded with small grain, 
letting 10 pounds or more seed to the acre 
fall behind the drill and cultipacker. It can 
be sowed on lespedeza fields at the rate of 
10 pounds to the acre, using a grain drill. 

Johnstone says successful stands have 
been obtained in Kentucky by sowing in 
January. This is advisable where the grass 
is to be established on pond banks or road- 
sides, spillways and where adverse condi- 
tions exist, such as poor soil, and weeds.—
